. BYDER. 

The Rev. Dr. Ryder preached to his congre 
gation at St. Paul's Universalist Church yester- 
day morning, on “The Struggie for Bread,“

Would he 
could demonstrate to them what he felt in his 
heart in that respect.“ There can be as little 
doubt, from what ts known of Pius IX.’s 
character, of the sincerity of this advice w of 
the need for it. We should be curious 
to know whether M. Louis Veuillot, whose per- 
sonal abuse equals the virulence, if not the wit, 
of the rival scholars of the Renaissance, was 
among the auditora of his Holiness, not to 
speak of certain of his English allies or imita- 
tors who might be named. It is true that the 
nuisance, though it is a peculiarity of religious, 
or ous, journalism, ig not the exclusive 
monopoly of ultramontane writers. The sav- 
age and daily denunciations not only of Cathol- 
icism, but of Catholics as such, in the so-called 
Liberal press is thought to have had a 
deal to do with precipi the recent crisis in 
France.

Bat Did Not Understand the Effect of 
the Bill. 


A Victim of Misplaced Confi- 
dence. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 3, 1877.— Vr. William B. 
Farle, Mass. Dax Sm: Yours of 
the 19th inst. has been received. I have read 
the inclosure, being an extract from the leading 
article in the Boston Herald of the 16th inst., 
criticising a dispatch sent by the agent of the 
Associated Press, which professed to give the 
views of the President on the silver 
question, and demanding a_ retraction 
at@his hands. The article proceeds 
to say: “The President is made to say 
that the legislation of 1873, when silver was de- 
monetized, wag hasty and uncalled for, the weil- 
known fact being that this legislation was well 
and carefully considered; that the silver dollar 
of 41244 grains was at that time worth more 
than the gold dollar; and that its demonetiza- 
tion was urged by such inflationiste as Kelley, of 
Pennsy!vania,—the very men who are now vo- 
ciferously calling for its remonetization because 
it has now become considerable less than the pa- 
pér dollar.” 

You ask me to inform you how much of truth 
or falsehood is contained in the article, and es- 
pecially in the portion of it relating to myself, 
and also whether the legislation spoken of is 
the same that was described by Thomas Balch 
in the March number of the Penn Monthy. 
That I ever urged or consciously favored 
the demonetization of silver, ag assertéd by the 
Herald, is utterly false. will remark that 
I say “consciously favored the demonetization 
of silver.“ I do this because I was on the floor 
of the House when the bill passed, and, under 
the assurance of the late Mr. Hooper, iu re- 
svonse to a question from Mr. Holman, of In- 
diana, asto whether the bil! affected the coin- 
age system of the country, that it did not, per- 
mitted it to pass without objection from me, as 


it encountered none from any other member of, 


the House. 

The bill purvorted to provide for the reorgani- 
zation of the mints, and for their better gov- 
ernment. It was not prepared, as it is claimed, 
by that gentleman, and is therefore generally 
believed, by Mr. Knox, the Comptroller of the 
Currency, but Dr. Linderman, who until witbin 
afew months had been Director of the Mint, 
and who was then on special service in the 
Treasury Department, in that capacity had 
recently visited England. But,as be was not 
then in a recognized official position, his bill was 
presented as that of the Comptroiler of the 
Currency. It was a voluminous one, containing 
many sections, and covering many pages, — 
ae for a vast number of minute details. 

. of the original bill. 

ough Chairman of the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights, and Measures, I had, on the 
organization of the Forty-ürst Congress. been 
made a member of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and had thenceforth given my almost 
undivided attention to the duties of that im- 
portant Committee. In two questions involved 
in Dr. Linderman’s bill I, however, took spe- 
cial interest, as the discussion had on it (for 
none was had on the substitute, which was 
brought forward at the next session, and which 
became a law) wüll show. These were the estab- 
lishment of auniform system of minor token 
coius, 1, 3, and Scent pieces, which I ad 
posed to substitute for the many coins of 1, 
3, and 5 cents then and no in use, in- 
cluding the many forms of the old copper cent, 
the bronze 1 and 2 cent pieces, the copper 
nickel cent, the silver and the nickel 3-cent pieces, 
and the silver and the nickel 5cent pieces.

To this end I labored assidiousiy 
until I learned that 1 had subjected myself in 
the minds of suspicious men, or those who were 
themselves given to jobbing, to the charge of 
being interested in a job for the sale of nickel, 
which unwelcome intelligence constrained me to

On these points the de- 
bate above alluded to on the original bill 
shows that I had very definite views. The fact 
that citizens could thus speculate upon the 
Mint, and the plausible arguments of the bull- 
ioniste coupled therewith, deluded me fora 
tune into the belief that a single standard would 
be preferable. While admitting this without 
reserve, I assert that I never favored the de- 
monetization of silver, and that, haying chal- 
lenged my memory and com notes with 
gentlemen who were on the Committee with 
me, I cannot remember or learn of having ever 
heard the idea of its demonetization broached in 
the committee-room or in the discussion of 
the provisions of the bill or substitute referred 
to. 


The pro to add a new dollar, called 
the trade-doliar, to the coins already authorized 
by law, in order to enable us to compete in the 
markets of the East with nations which used 
the Mexican dollar, was often 1 upon me 
by Dr. Linderman, and received my assent, but 
that it was to be a substitute for the standard 
dollar, or that there was phraseology in that 
volaminons bill, or the omission from it of the 
designation of a coin which would work the de- 
monetization of silver, was never for one instant 
present to my mind. 

Though not an inflationist, I had resisted the 
contraction of our paper currency until the

exposure of the infusions. The result was that 
they remained pellucid and without apy trace of 
bacterial life. Now, a rod thirty. feet long 
would stretch from the infusions in the shed to 
those in the laboratory. At one end of this rod 
five minutes’ boiling rendered the infusions bar 
ren; at the other end the same infusions resist- 
ed 180 minutes boiling.; Shall we then infer that 
atone end the in ns — the power of 
spantaneous generation and at the other do not? 
Or that at one end we have obstinately infective 
and at the other end comparatively uninfective 
air? It is needless to dwell the ab- 
sdlute similarity of the spread of putrefac- 
tion, as here illustrated, to that of infectious 
disease. There is not a phenomenon of the 
one which does not find its lel among the 
phenomena of the other. then, are we 
to seek the contagium which so copiously pro- 
duced the organisms of putrefaction, after the 
ordeal to which the infusions in the 

had been exposed! Prof. Tyndall rendered it 
visible. Placing a smail truss of old and desic- 
cated hay, obtained from Heathfield, in Sussex, 
under a horizontal beain ef light sent through 
the darkened theatre of the Royal Institution, 
on beating the hay clouds of fine dust rose into 
the beam. That was the contagium. 3 
with that dust were the desiccated germs w 
had spread a plague among the infusions, as- 
serting their vitality after exposure for hours to 
a boiling heat. Washing these germs from the 
hay we obtain an infective virus, which, if com- 
municated in the most minute quantity to a 
perfectly sterilized infusion of any kind, causes 
it in twenty hours to swarm with putrefactive 
organisms. It may be, for the Professor 
knew, the contagium of hay-fever. Certain it 
is that in the nostrils of persons affected b 
this catarrh, vchrios similar to those devel 
from the bay germs are found in swarms when 
the fever is high. How would these obstinate 
germs act in the wards of a hos ? 
They cause both animal and vegetable infusions 
to putrefy. How would they affect the wounds 
— sores of living men? Would they succumb 
to ordinary disinfectants! These are questions 
of the gravest import, which the enlightened 
student of the antiseptic system will know how 
to answer for himself. Or, suppose a bunch of 
this hay shaken in the air of an establishment 
devoted to the preserving of meats and vegeta- 
bles, is it not probable that the ordinary bro- 
cess of boiling, by which such preserves are 
sterilized, would be thereby rendered — * | 
serious commercial loss being the result! t 
may be added that a wiry hay from Guildford 
which did not appear to be old proved almost as 
refractory as that from Heathfield. Boiled con- 
tinuously for four hours, these desiccated germs 
defied five, six, and, in one instance, eight hours’ 
boiling. We now turn to another ‘aspect of the 
question ; following the plain indications of the 
germ theory of parr we sterilize 
in five minutes the very infusions which 
a moment ago were described as resist- 
ing five hours’ - boiling.

A minute thus 
accom plished what 300 minutes in the presence 
of air failed to accomplish II as in 
all other cases, oid and desiccated hay infasion 
proved most intractable. Nor is the effect here 
mentioned to be ascribed to a mere suspension 
of the life ot the germs; they are deprived of 
life by being deprived of air, for when after a 
sufficient time germless air is to the 
infusions it fails to revive them. It is obvious 
that these remarks also apply to infusions 
pu of air by boiling. There is a singular 
similarity between the vital actions of these 
lowest organisms and those of the en 
Privation of oxygen stifles both low high, 
and excess of oxygen ooisons both. Prof. Tyn- 
dall exhibited infusions of beef and mutton 
which had been subjected for many weeks to 
a pressure of ten atmospheres of oxygen, 
which were sweet, — and without a 
trace of life. In connection with this subject, 
the Professor referred to the beautiful experi 
ments of M. Paul Bert, and concluded his 
discourse with these words: “I hardly 
think it n to summarize what has been 
here — before you. In fact, the whole 
discourse is but a summing up of eight months 
of incessant labor. From the beginning to the 
end of the inquiry there is not, as you have seen, 
a shadow of evidence in favor of the doctrine of 
spontaneous generation. There is, on the con- 
trary, overwhelming evidence against it; but do 
not carry away with you the notion sometimes 
erroneously ascri to me, that I deem spon- 
taneous generation ‘impossible,’ or that I wish 
to limit the power of matter in relation to life.

I regret tosay that this attempt to reform 
“abuses had no effect beyond the confines of my 
olfice. The war supervened, and questions of 
greater magnitude absorbed the public atten- 
tion. The restoration of peace should have 
awakened the interest of the people to the sub- 
ject; but the cry of reform was only used to 
give point to party resolutions, which never sur- 
vived the canvass they were intended to inilu- 
ence, aud which were not designed by the poli- 
ticians Who framed them to have a longer exist- 
ence. I now rejoice m the hope long deferred, 
which I expressed in my letter of August 6, 
1860, that the time has come when men have 
been called to power who have the disinterest- 
edness, the independence, aud the courage to do 
what they think right.” 

The administrative reform we require will 
not be complete until Federal officers are for- 
bidden to take part in the management of 
political conventions and the manipulation of 
party canvasses. Their interference in elec 
tions has always been a source of local jealousy, 
aod has had the effect of keeping many of our 
best citizens out of organizations in which they 
should have had a controlling influence. Asa 
era rule, the time of public officers will be 
Fully occupied if they devote themselves as- 
siduously to the discharge of their duties.

One important reason why that law nftist be 
inoperative is, that it is an arbitrary exercise 
af power by the Government to interfere in 
‘the busmess of the country, and to overce 
and restrain private capital instead of mak- 
ing it free. The Government has engaged 
in the manufacture of paper money, and 
made it abitrarily a legal tender. The Gov. 
ernment having no income or business, 
whose entire revenue is limited to taxation 
levied to pay current expenses, and having no 
means at its disposal to pay its notes, except 
the proceeds of such tax as may be levied 
for that purpose, has undertaken to fix a day 
on which all these notes shall be redeemable 
in com. That nw was passed two years ago, 
and no provision has been made by which 
the notes are to be retired, or for furnishing 
the money with which the notes may be re- 
deemed. It would bea simple process to 
fund the greenbacks, which would settle the 
whole business so far as the Government is 
concerned; but that has been objected to 
because it would leave the country without 
sufficient currency, and compel imme diately 
the payment of all debts in gold. The con- 
tinuation of the greenbacks has therefore 
been a necessity resulting from the policy of 
Governmental control of private business 
and private capital. That Government is the 
best which interferes the least with the busi- 
ness of the people, and which extends to all 
industries the largest freedom of operation. 
No Government has yet successfully engaged 
in the issue of paper money; no Government 
has ever yet issued paper money without de- 
ranging and crippling private trade and pro- 
duction. Our Government has not only 
maintained an irredeemable paper currency 
for twelve years after the War, but has pro- 
hibited private capital during all that time 
from restoring the business of the country to 
a specie standard. The Government has 
demonetized silver that resumption shall be 
in gold. It has fixed a date at which the 
Government shall redeem its greenbacks in 
gold, and at which the banks shall do like- 
wise. It has provided fora condition of af- 
fairs on the ist of January, 1879, in which 
the banks of the United States shall be pre- 
pared to redeem their $325,000,000 of notes 
in gold, or, in anticipation thereof, withdraw 
that sum of currency from .circula- 
tion.

by the banks must be ‘encouraged rather 
than prohibited. In the first place, when 
the banks deposit a $100 gold bond, they 
should have $100 of bank circulation. This 
would give a bank circulation of $35,000,000, 
in addition to the present reduced amount 
outstanding. The War taxes, which have 
been removed from every other form of 
capital and private property, should be re- 
pealed. This would offer the inducement of 
profit on circulation, and by the operation 
of natural laws private capital, banking be- 
ing free, would rapidly furnish the country’ 
with a bank-note currency equal to all the 
demand that might be made. So long as 
there was a need for such notes, so long 
would the banks supply the want This 
bank-note circulation would de 80 
cured, dollar for dollar, by coin bonds 
of the nation. The reserve kept at 
Washington for redemption would be in 
coin. Every man could get coin for his 
notes at the bank, or, failing there, could 
obtain it at the Treasury. This circulation 
would be as well protected as is that of the 
Bank of England. Of course, the remoneti- 
zation of the silver dollar and its free coinage 
should be had. The entire product of our 
mines would be coined, and if additional 
silver be sent here, that, too, would form 
part of our currency. The greenbacks, the 
silver dollars, the bank-notes, and the gold 
would rapidly become of equivalent values, 
and specie payments would become a fact by 
the operation of the laws of trade, through 
the instrumentality of private capital, with- 
out any contraction, without any forced or 
arbitrary substitution of gold for all other 
currency, and without any derangement of 
values, or contracts, or sacrifice of private 
rights and equities. 

This is impossible under the Resumption 
law as it now stands. It is practically pro- 
hibited by the provision for the compulsory 
resumption of specie payments in gold; itis 
prohibited by the restraints and restric 
tions on private capital, which, in view of 
that law, dares not seek investment in pro- 
duction, but is compeueu to ne idle in vauits 
and safes, to avoid the calamity to which the 
Government is driving the country. Let 
that law be modified, let resumption be re- 
manded to private capital, and let private 
capital be released from the chains by which 
it is fettered.

THE LIGHT OF THE FUTURE. 

The light of other days” is the candle; 
the light of the present, gas at an extrava- 
gant price; the light of the future, elec- 
tricity, with an illuminating power increased 
in inverse proportion to the decrease of cost.

The value of | 
this discovery is increased by the fact that 4 
number of these lights can be grouped in a 
building and supplied with electricity by a 
single battery. These lights have been in 
use for some time in several large factories 
and workshops in Paris, a Paris company 
having taken the invention with the purpose 
of introducing it generally. Quite recently 
successful experiments were made in London 
in lighting docks and warehouses, of which 
the London Times gives the following ac- 
count: 

The light was produced from one of the Alliance 
Company's (Paris) electro-magnetic machines, 
having thirty-two magnets of six plates each, and 
being driven by a small portable steam engine. 
After burning for a quarter of an hour, the electric 
lights were extinguished and four gas-lamps, each 
having four of Bray's No. 6 burners and four 
powerful reflectors, were hghted. The contrast 
was very marked, the gas burning with a dull, 
yellow light, which barely lighted the sur- 
rounding space. The visitors then proceeded to 
the top story of one of the larger warehouses, 
which was lightea with three of the electric can- 
dies, placed at considerable distances apart, and in 
the windows of the building. The floor was about 
120 feet long by sixty-five feet wide, and the light 
was most efficient when not obstructed by the ehad- 
ows of the visitors moving about. A portable elec- 
tric light was next carried down into the hold of 
a large’ vessel, and its efficieney in that 
was fully demonstrated, as it 
was also by an electric light on the quay. By the 
aid of these lights, properly arranged, the loading 
and unloading of ships could be carried on at 
night. Asa final experiment, a candle composed 
of pure kaolin with a copper wire run through its 
centre was ignited by the battery and burnt slowly 
away. It gave a bright icht. and was intended to 
show the applicability of the pure kaolin to pur- 
poses where only moderate lights were warted. 
The carbon points, on candles, will only burn for 
about an hour, but M. JanLocnxorr arranges four 
of these candles in each lamp, and as one is con- 
sumed another is ignited bya simple switch ar- 
rangement, so that the continuity of the light is 
hardly broken. The whole of the experiments 
were highly satisfactory, and indicate an important 
advance in the utilization of the. electric light, — 
firetly, as regards the supercession of clock-work; 
and, secondly, with respect to the divisibility of 
the stream of electricity which renders it possible 
to burn several lights with a single current. 

In St. Petersburg the experiments with 
this new electric light have been especially 
with a view to increasing its illuminating 
power, in which respect it is destined to be 
of greatest general service to mankind. It 
is found that the light can be intensified by 
changing the position of the carbon and by 
covering the burner with a thin sheet of 
copper to the power of 20,275 candles, which 
is sufficient to render objects distinctly 
visible at a distance of over 3,000 
yards. When such results as this have 
been obtained, it 
of time, and probably not a very long time, 
when the streets of our cities, instead of be- 
ing dimly lighted by scattered gas-lamps, 
will be rendered as light as day at a cost less 
than is now paid for insufficient gas-light. 
And as improvements shall be made for ex- 
tending these electric lights in different 
places where supplied by a single battery, 
the time may come when they can likewise 
be used for domestic purposes. They are 
already practicable for large factories, depots, 
workshops, docks, and warehouses, which 
are used by night as well as by day. 


THE FUTURE OF GOLD. 

The gold advocates have received a hard 
blow at the hands of one of the most emi- 
nent geologists of Europe, Herr Suess, Pro- 
fessor of Geology at the University of 
Vienna, who has recently published a work 
upon “The Future of Gold"—Dis Zu- 
kunft des Goldes. A recognized European 
| authority in his special sphere, he not only 
has aimed in this able and tuvaluable book 
to garner and arrange the historical facts and 
the statistics of the production of gold, but 
also to supply the previously lacking infor- 
mation about money,—which is not small 
even among those who most affect 
knowiedge on the subject,—and at the same 
time to apply clearly formulated laws to the 
economic phenomena witnessed. 

From the standpoint of the geologist, Prof. 
Surss pronounces as ademonstrated fact that, 
taking all the gold ever excavated from the 
remote Egyptian era of Ramweszs II. down to 
the latest discoveries, there has not been 
enough of it unearthed to justify the general 
establishment of the single-money standard 
of gold contended for by a cer- 
tain school of writers in Europe, and 
so little reason does he find for that demand 
that he opposes to it the strong probability 
that mankind within several centuries will 
have exhausted all the earth’s gold re- 
sources. 

The present stock of gold, increased by all 
which may be hereafter extracted, estimated 
at any maximum that can be intelligently as- 
sumed, Herr Sorss maintains, must be, 
relatively, so small that we cannot rationally 
escape from the conclusion that, in the 
course of a few hundred years, there will not 
be nearly enough gold at the disposition of 
mankind for money uses! From this con- 
¢lusion there is no escape, he affirms, when 
one, calmly surveying the earth, notes the 
small extent of it which geologically affords 
the least hope of furnishing future gold. 
fields at all adequate to supply the increasing 
demand for this precious metal. And it is 


three separate sources which mark the geo- 
logical transformation of their component 
matter in the outer strata of the earth. In 
the first class, gold and silver are found 
minutely disseminated in the rocks. Thus, 
gold is found blended with platinum and 
other metals, as at Nijni-Tapil, in the 
Oural Mountains; but so few are 
the localities, and so small the prod- 
uct, that this source is not to be taken into 
account in estimating the world’s resources 
for maintaining a metallic money system. 
A second source he places in the seams or 


forces, and to which belong the famous 
bonanza mines of Nevada, the lodes or veins of 
New Granada and of the Carpathian Mount- 
ains, also of Victoria and Queensland, and 
some of the gangues of New Zealand. 
The third or last source are the 
placer and fluvial gold fields of Cali- 
fornia, Australia, New Zealand, and 
the Oural and Riverine districts of Northern 
Asia, the gold deposits of which have hai 
their present origin in the chemical alter- 
ation wrought by the air, together with the 
mechanical displacement and removal effected 
by water. These ever active, powerful trans- 
forming agents discomposed the older strata, 
and transported them to the beds in which 
they are now found, and which are worked 
by hydraulic processes. 

Herr Susss places the aggregate produc- 
tion of gold from 1848 to the close of 1876 


at about $3,250,000,000, of which all but 


$391,000,000 was drawn exclusively from the 
last-mentioned class of sources, which con- 
sequently must be regarded as the only sub- 
stantial field of gold-supply in the future. In

and explored. Therefore, the period at 
which there must come a permanent, sub- 
stantial diminution of the annual discovery 
of gold, with a constant reduction of the 
amount of that metal left unconsumed in 
the arts, and in handling, must be regard- 
ed as approaching so close as the near 
future. Of course, as gold becomes scarce 
and dear, it will be more and more difficult 
to transact the increasing business of the 
world with it, and some substitute will have 
to be found. On the other hand, though 
silver, as Prof. Svugss maintains, is mainly 
extracted from eruptive veins and fissures, 
those sources are so numerous and widely 
spread over the earth, and relatively so 
large and rich, that the supply may be 
confidently regarded as much more unfailing 
than the sources of gold; and as likely to 
extend to a far remoter future. At the 
same time, a great progress is to be antici- 
pated in the methods of extraction from all 
the ores of silver. 

Therefore, dispassionately regarded from 
the purely scientific point of view, Herr 
Surss does not hesitate to pronounce not 
only against the feasibility of establishing 
the single gold standard for Europe and 
America, but he goes further, and assumes 
that, at no remote time, it will become pru- 
dent to renounce gold as the chief circulat- 
ing metallic medium.

GEN. DIX ON CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

Gen. Jonx A. Dix has written a letter to 
President Hares upon the question of Civil- 
Service reform, which is important both as 
showing his own efforts to reform the service 
seventeen years ago and for its warnings 
with respect to the futuré. He writes to the 
President not only that he is in accord with 
him on this question, but that he himself in 
1860 undertook to carry out the same system. 
At that time he was Postmaster at New York, 
having accepted the office from President 
Bucuanan for the purpose of reforming cer- 
tain abuses which had led to heavy defalca- 
tions. Immediately after entering upon the 
duties of his office, he gave it to be publicly 
understood that he should carry out three 
regulations: First, that there should be no 
sinecures in the officé. If an employe was 
useless, he should be discharged. Second, 
that he should not be influenced by the so- 
licitations of Congressmen in making ap- 
pointments, simply because they were 
Congressmen. They must take the same 
position as other citizens of similar stand- 
ing and respectability. Third, that he would 
not allow his employes, or himself as a pub- 
lic officer, to be assessed for political pur- 
poses. In issuing these regulations, Gen. 
Drx was not a mere theorizer. He proceed- 
ed at ence to put his theory into practice. 
His first act struck Tammany Hall, of which 
he was a member himself, like a thunderbolt, 
for he discharged one of its lazy Sachems, 
who was busily at work in the office doing 
nothing, and drawing a large salary. He 
soon after discovered the nephew of a United 
States Senator who was filling a nominal po- 
sition, and off went his head. Other useless 
heads went into the General’s basket, and 
then letters commenced pouring in upon 
him from Congressmen, Tammany Sachems, 
and prominent politicians, asking him 
to reinstate their proteges, all which 
requests were refused. The War su- 
pervened, and the public attention 
was called to more important ques- 
tion When peace was restored, Civil Service 
was forgotten, but now that President 
Hayes has commenced where he left off, not 
in one post-office, but all over the country, 
he comes out with a hearty indorsement, 
especially of the President's order that for- 
bids Federal officers to take part in the man- 
agement of political conventions and in set- 
ting up party caucuses and nominations. In 
closing his letter, he addresses himself more 
to the American people than to the President. 
As the result of his observations through 
many years of public service, he gives his 
deliberate opinion that, Unless the admin- 


‘istration of our political system can be freed 


from these demoralizing practices, tending 
as they inevitably do to grow more bold 
and reckless, the people will soon lose 
their confidence in it, and be led 
to consider whether there is any 
remedy for them except in some change 
in the form of Government which will im- 
pair its representative character.” The 
warning is one which politicians cannot 
lightly thrust aside without serious conse- 
quences. The people themselves should 
give heed to it by rising en masse and sup- 
porting the effort of the President to reform 
the. abuses which are undermining the re- 
publican form of government and sapping 
its strength. We print the letter elsewhere, 
and earnestly commend it to our readers.

probable that they will be entirely dissipated ; and

as well ae his rights as a Christian man and faith- 
ful servitor of the Cees 

Wuerrzas, The P ent has used in morning 
exercises, before the mixed audience of stadents 
there assembled, such indecent words as have 
caused the withdrawal by their parents of some of

Resolved, While we regard ourselves as the loyal 
friends of Wheaton College, and as bound to do 
what we can to support it, we cannot and will not, 
under its present management, give it any aid, nor 
can we conscientiously encourage others to do se.

Bradlaugh and Mrs. Annie Besant, for publish- 
ing and circu a work calculated to deprave 
public morals. hat may be the result of the

Almost everybody has some knowledge of 
what is known as the“ Maithusian theory.” 
Mr. Malthus astonished the world at the end of 
the last century by the announcement that the 
ratio of increase of population is alwavs in ex- 
cess of the increase of means of subsistence, 
and uently that the tendency to an in- 
crease of the pauper and miserable classes was 
constant. Wars, plagues, and famines served 
in part to restore the balance. He maintained 
however, that other means should be resorted 
to.— namely, late marriages and prudent conti- 
pence. Forty years ago an American, who 
esteemed these means inadequate because 
human nature could not he expected to respect 
them, published a little book, professedly for 
the married only, advocating and giving specific 
instructions for the prevention of procreation 
by physical means.

that its teachings were contrary to publie morals, 
ane that the defendants in publishing it wick- 
edly devised and intended to vitiate and corrupt 
the morals of youth. The defendants were wi 
out counsel, and both addressed the in 
their own behalf. The address of Mrs. t 
is said to have been very able and earnest. 
The defense was, that the book was not a vile 
book, being no more plain-spoken than numbers 
of medical works treating of the same general 
topic necessarily were; and further, “Mrs. 
Besant, speaking from a wide knowledge of the 
miseries and vices of unrestricted procreation 
among the poor, expressed the opinion that the 
counsels of the work were wise and valuable, 
and would tend to the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the poor and to the lessening of immor- 


ality. 

The Chief Justice in his charge bore very se- 
verely upon the prosecution, saying that a more 
ill-advised and mischievous ‘ution never 
was instituted.

HOMERIC ARCHZZOLOGY. 


Mrs. Schliemann Before the Royal Archwxo- 
logical Institute. 
London, Times, June 7. 

It will be remembered that a few weeks ago 
Dr. Schliemann received, at a special meeting 
of the Royal Archeological Institute, ‘diplomas 
of membership for himself and Mrs. Schlie- 
mann, on account of their great ser- 
vices to Homerit archwology. The hope 
was then expressed that the insti- 
tute might soon have the pleasure of personally 
welcoming Mrs. Schliemane among them. Ar- 
rangements were accordingly made soon after 
that lady’s arrival in this country for another 
special meeting of that learned body yesterdaay, 
at which she would read a paper on The High 
Culture ofthe Ancient Greeks; the Agents who 
contributed to it; the Reasons of its Decay; 
the Ad of the Language of Plato; and 
further of the share the authoress has taken in 
the Discoveries at Troy and Mycene.“ The as- 
sembly who met inconsequence was an extreme- 
ly crowded and brilliant onc. Besides the 
President, Lord Talbot de Malahide, who 
was in the Chair, there were present, among 
others, Mrs. and Dr. Schliemann, Lady 
Alcock, Duke of Argyll, Dr. 
keeper of tbe Oriental antiquit 
Museum, Mr. Kari Biind, Mr. Ro 
Sir W. Drake, K. C. B., Miss Amelia B. Ed- 
wards, Mr. Gennadoie, the Greek Charge d' Af- 
fairs, 5 ——— — Soe Se . 

mus Myrriantheus, ree mandrite 
Mr. C. T. Newton, C. B., keeper of the classical 
antiquities in the British Museum, and many 
others. The President introduced Mrs. Schlie- 
mann to the meeting, who reafl her paper as 
follows: 

“At atime when the rest of the world was 
still living in barbarism’s dark night, my ances- 

the ancient Greeks, had in science and arts 

ed such a pitch of perfection as can never 

be surpassed by man. Of the hundred thou- 
sands of m‘.ster-pieces of sculpture which once 
ornamented the public edifices, the Agoras, 
and the streets of our ancient cities, enly a 
few have escaped the pious zeal of the early 
Christians, or the ignorance of. the bar- 
barians, who turned them into lime, and those 
few now adorn the American museums as prec- 
ious relics of Greece’s past glory, and as mourn 
ful monuments of the frugility of human 
things. Our political institutions, our states- 
men, our orators, our philosophers, and our 
pocts have, im all later ages, been objects of 
and admiration to the world at 

; they have for thousands of years 
been the ideal of perfection th those who as- 
pired to culture; in fact, so much so, that even 
at the present day no one is considered to have 
a hign education unless be be thoroughly ac- 
quainted with them. But, alas! Greek books 
have had alike fate with Greek works of art, 
and I make bold to say that not even one- 
thousandth part of our ancient dassics 
has escaped destruction. Bat I must 
not forget that my ancestors have 
‘also distingdished themselves by 
their beroism and military skill, and that our 
Greek history is full of names such as Agamen>- 
nov, Achilles, Diomedes, Ulysses, Aristode- 
mos, Miltiades, Themistocles, Phogion, Pericles, 
Epaminondas, Philip II., Alexander the Great, 
—— the mightiest of the me ge and the 
proudest of the proud warriors of later ages 
took as ideals of military virtue. But 
with their superior wisdom and all 
t ir other grea’ qualiti my anceste:s 
aad a great Vice,withont which they would prob- 
ably have subjurated the world by their arms in 
the same way as they in later ages subjugated it 
by their genius. at vice was‘envy.’ The 
decay of Grvece dates from that unfortunate 
day, in 413 B. C., when some Athenians, 
who were envious of Alcibiades’ past and 
coming glory, succeeded in persuading 
the people to send out a ship to Sicily 
to fetch him back as prisoner in order that 
he migm be judged for his irreverence to the 
pds. Had this not . Sicily would in a 

w weeks have fallen into our hands, because 
Alcibiades’ genius bad already captured Cata- 
nia, an@ was on the very eve of capturing Mes- 
sina; and, when once in ee of Sicily, the 
Athenians would have no trouble in con- 
quering the whole of Italy, because Rome was 
at that time as yet weak and powerless. 

“Sut it was our fate that it should be so. The 
fragile fingers of men cannot arrest the rota- 
tions of Destiny's wheel. The question now 
arises. bow it came that. in the midst of nations 
which lingered in barbarism, Greek cenius 
could lift its head to the heavens. I think that 
this could only be produced by the combination 
of a whole series of fortunate circum- 
stances, of which I must first mention 
our beautiful, sonorous language, the 
mere sound of which filled my husband with 
wild enthusiasm at a time when he did not vet 
know a word of Greek. Further, the quickness 
and vivacity of the Greek mind, the utiful 
sky of Greece, from which the sun shines near- 
lv always the whole day in full brilliancy; in 
fact, there is nöt a day in the year on which 
we do not see the sun, as there is 
seldom a night in which the starry 
heavens cannot be seen in all their splendor. 
Add the indescribable charm of the outlines and 
colors of the Greek mountains; then the mar- 
velous beautv of the sea, studded as itis with 
magnificent islands, which, by the reverberation 
of the light, seem as if they were floating ; hence 
the myth of the floating Greek islands. I fur- 
ther mention the infinite number of gods and the 
firm faith ple had in them. But this world of 
gods could only be engendered in the minds of 
Greeks and in an atmosphere like that of 
Greece. Thus the natural enthusiasm of my 
ancestors for the sublime was stimulated 
by their beautiful language, by the splendor of 
the sky by dav and night, by the mag- 
nificence of the mountains, the sca, the seem- 
ingly floating islands, and by the firm belief 
in the supernatural power and beauty of their 

ods. But, in spite of all these stimulants, 

reck genius could never have reached such 
a loft “tyr as can never again be attained by 
man had it not been for divinc Homer, from 
whom orators and sculptors, statesmen and 
painters, wise men and pocts, freely borrowed 
their grandest idcas. So, for instance, Phidias, 
when asked whence he had taken the ideas for 
his Olympian Jupiter, answered with the verscs 
of the ‘Iliad’: 
He said, and nodded with his shadowy brows, 
Waved on the immortal head the ambrosia] locks 
And all Olympus trembied at his nod. 
Alexander the Great never slept without hav- 
ing under his pillow a copy ol Homer,“ which 
he called the store of military virtue. To Dr.

Many excursionists spend Sunday in Fort Lee, 
and were wont to make livcly business for the 
saloon-keepers and hackmen, and lively times 
for the residents. Mrs. Parish resolved to check 
the ruin of the village, hunted up the Jersey 
Liquor and Hack laws for the den- 
efit of the authorities, and be- 
gan to act both as spy and 
complainant. So energetic was she that many 
licenses were revoked and the saloon-kecpers 
put to no end of trouble. There are now but 


five licensed saloons in Fort Lee, and Mrs. 


Parish has the proprictors of these under bail 
for keeping disorderly houses; hence the at- 
tempt to get rid of her, as described yesterday. 
Mrs. Parish’s influence was shown in the fact 
that to-day, knowing she was confined to the 
house by her — the saloon-keepers sold 
liquors freely, the four backs which she had 
stopped from running two weeks ago were 
again on the road. Hanlon, the assaulter, has 
not been captured. The heroine’s next move 
will be to enjoin the Sunday excursion boats 
from landing at Fort Lee, on the plea of damage 
to real estate in the place. 


THE NRZ PERCZS. 


An Account of the Fight with Looking 
Glass—Gen. Howard's Movement— Joseph 
About to Be Bagged. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., July 8.—A press dis- 
patch from Portland says: Later reports give 
further details of the fight reported between 
Col. Whipple’s command and a party of volun- 
teers from Mount Idaho and Looking Glass, 
sub-Chief of the hostiles. The fight took place 
at Clear Creek. Whipple gained an advan- 
tageous position and summoned the Indians, 40 
in number, to surrender. They refused, aud 
ran for their horses. The soldiers and 
citizens charged, firing volley after volley 
into the savages, killing seventeen. The 
remainder succeeded in reaching their 
horses, and escaped. On the 2d Howard moved 
the camp from Salmon River to Table Land, on 
the trail near Canal Landing, on the Snake 
River. Here sixteen important caches were 
discovered, containing a large amount of new 
clothing, cigars, flour, Indian trinkets, etc. A 
large band of {ndian horses and some excellent 
beef were also captured. This will be a serious 
loss to the Indians, and has encouraged the 
troops. The troops are now pursuing — 
supposed track with all possible speed, and are 
driving him toward the trap prepared for his 
reception, as every exit from the mountains is 
well guarded.

Excitement in the Chamber of

Suit Involving the Legality of 
“ Sealping " Business. 


A Recent Pertinent Decision by Judge Hopkins, of 
the U. K Court, at Madison. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Mr. waukzz, Wis., July 6.—Our Chamber of 
Commerce is very much exercised at present 
over an impending legal action which has just 
been brought against a commission-house, the 
chief member of which is the President of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Milwaukee. Nothing 
that has occurred since the organization of the 
Chamber has caused so much excitement or 
created such fear as the impending “action 
at law” referred to. For, should the plaintiff 
in the case gain his cause, of which—under 
the decisions of our courts, and of one of the 
United States Courts, Judge Hopkins, of Madi- 
son—there is no doubt such a blow will have 
been struck atthe “scalping business,” that 
that part of the doings of ‘the Chamber, and 
which is the only profitable part of the business 
transacted there, will probably be brought to 
an end, or rendered so insecure that the prin- 
cipal firms will deem it best to confine them- 
seives to legitimate transactions. Indeed, I 
have been told by several gentleman connected 
with the Chamber of Commerce that, should 
the plaintiff succeed in the case, they would 
WITHORAW FROM THE COMMISSION BUSINESS 

ENTIRELY. 

Some time since, John Corbett, of Ripon, 
Wis., who had been scalping with another 
house,—Sheperd & Co., 1 believe,—transfcrred 
his patronage to the house of Charles e+ Ag 
Co., composed of Charles Ray, T. E. Balding, 
and A. C. Buell.

Co., and no doubt other counsel will be retained 
for the defendants.

The Judge said: 

The proof shows that the part of the claims of 
Rich Green which is objected to, and all of 
Norris’ claims, arose out of losses on wheat-con- 
tracts, and it is claimed that no wheat was in fact 
bought or intended to be bought, bat the transac- 
tions were only purchases of option- rs on the 
price of wheat at a future day, and void under the

6. If the contract for the purchase and sale of 
wheat was only colorable, and neither in- 
tended to deliver or accept the wheat, but only to 
pay differences according to the mse and fall of the 
market - price, it would be a gambling contract. and 
void. The form of the contract would not de con- 
clusive. Courts would look into the matter, and de- 

termine whether the parties really meant to per- 
} chase and sell, or whether the transaction was but a 
mere bet upon the future price of the article. This 
must be determined by the evidence and circum- 
stances attending the making of the contract, and 
the condnct of the parties in reference to it. e 
form of the contract would not control or be very 
material if the transaction itself was illegall 

The Court, in 72 Pa., supra, after stating tha 
gambling must not be confounded with mercantile 
specalation, for that is proper, says:: Merchants 
speculate upon the future price of articles in 
which they deal, and buy and sell accord- 
ingly. They forecast the future. and buy and 
sel] ima bona-fide way which is unobjectionable. 
But, the Court says, when ventares are made 
upon the turn of price only, with no dona Ade in- 
tent to deal in the article, but merely to k the 
difference between the rise and fall at a future 
time, the case is changed. No money or capital is 
invested in the purchase, but so much only js re- 
auired as will cover the difference, or margin as it 
is figuratively termed. bargain represents not 
a transfer of property, but a mere stake or . 
upon its future price. Such transactions are de- 
structive of good morals and fair dealings, and of 
the best interests of the community.” 

Against such transactions the statute is aimed; 
and, when they are proven, the parties must in this 
State be left without remedy. They are unlawful 
and void, as contravening a sound public policy, as 
well as the statute of the State. 

Our statute has gone further than the English 
statute on this question; ours makes void all agree- 
ments and contracts to pay money lost on a wager, 
either to Fry | winning or to a party who advan- 
ces it to aid in the enterprise. It is unlawful to 
bet, and equally so to lend money for that pur- 
pose. No cause of action arises in fayor of a = 
ty to an illegal transaction; nor will the law lend 
its aid to enforce any contract which is in conflict 
with the terms of a statute, or a sound public pol-

hance was piaced n the case of Bosevarne 
vs. Billings, 100 F. C. L. A., 316, to sustain this 
claim. That was an action by a broker to recover 
of his principal money paid by him for difference 
on illegal contracts for purchase of shares of rail- 
road-stock made by the broker for the principal. 
The Court say that no action could be maintained 
to recover the differcnces on such time contracts, 

but that. when such losses were * by a party at 
the request of the defendant, such party could re- 
cover. The Court held that no such contracts are 
void, but not illegal; and, not being illegal, a party 
paying at the request of the defendant could 
recover. But this 1s not thedoctrine of the Courts 
of this country. They hold them to be illegal; 
they say they are unlawful as in conflict with 
sound morals and public policy, as well as inhibit- 
ed by the statute. But this is not all. Our 
statute is broader than the English statute. The 
statute of this State declares all contracts. votes, 
and ments for reinbursing or repaying any 
money knowingly advanced for any tti or 
gaming, at the time or place of the gaming or bet- 
ting, to be void. These parties, it seems to me. 

fall within that statute. They advanced the mar- 
Eins at the time to make the gaming contract, 
and, without their aid in that respect, the con- 
tracts would not have been made. 80, 
if these contracts are gaming contracts, 
they must be held to have advanced the 
money for margin tomake them, and their claim 
for repayment falls within the prohibited class men- 
tioned in the act.

and advanced the money required to give them col- 
orable — To take their case out of the 
statute would be establishing a most flagrant 
evasion of its provisions.

I know of 
no reason why the brokers should be favored or 
exempted from the usual consequences that attach 
to other parties aiding or assisting in the commis- 
sion of an unlawfal act.
